Count Lyor  Nikolaivitch Tolstoi, 
usually called- Leo Tolstoi, novelist 
and social reformer, was born Aug- 
ust 28, 1828, at Yasnays.Poliana, in the 
province of Tula, Russia. When 23 
years old he entered the army and 
served in the Caucasus and in the de- 
fence of Sebastapol against the Brit- 
ish and French allied forces. He first 
made a reputation in literature by a 
series of vivid’ sketches written from 
Sebastopol. When he left the army 
soon after the Crimean war, he devot- 
ed himself entirely to literature.

Washington, Nov. 21.—Wrihat is des- 
cribed asia “monster appeal” is being 
dmwn up by the Chinese urging ‘Great 
Braitain to abrogate the treaties with 
China which permit Brivish interests 
to engage in the opium trade. Word 
to this effect has been received here 
by ‘the International Reform League 
from its field secretary in Pekin. ‘The 
petition, which the cablegnam inti- 
mates will be a document of enormous 
proportions, will be submitted simul- 
taneously to the British and Chinese 
governments. 

There are two treaties in existence 
between ‘China and Great Britain, ‘the 
first being signed by the two countries 
in 1842, and the second, which admit- 
ted France won equal terms aith dng- 
land, betag signed in 1858. While prac- 
tiowlly all the nations of the world 
have joined in whe crusade on the 
opium traffic, & is declared that it still 
is far from being abolished, although 
it does mot flourish a's in the past.

J. K. Cornwall's bill respecting the 
Canadian Northern Western Railway, 
which has been considered in the 
railway committee will be reported 
back to the house this afterncon for 
third reading. If the bill passes the 
third reading this afternoon it will be 
giver assent to-morrow. 

Mr. Bramley-Moore’s resolution to 
seek from the Dominion government 
the right of administering affairs rel- 
ative to the resources of the province 
is slated for discussion in the legisla- 
ture this afternoon. — It is expected 
that Mr Bennett wil speak on the res- 
olution. The bils to be given a see- 
ond reading this afternoon are the 
introduced = by 
Premier Sifton; the acts respecting 
truancy and compulsory school atten- 
dance, and witnesses and evidence, in- 
troduced by Mr. Mitchell; and the 
act respecting charges contained in 
certain instruments, introduced by Mr. 
Marshall. The Alberta University bill 
will also come up this afternoon. 

The Provincial. Loans Act provides 
for the creation by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in council of a permanent 
provincial stock which shall be known 
as the Alberta Government stock. 
The stock and the interest thereon 
being charged to the general revenue 
fund. According to the bill the stock 
will not be redeemable in less than 
thirty years from date of issue, but 
may be redeemed on or after that 
date at the option of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in council. The bill also 
deals with regulations as to the debt 
and the payment of interest, regula- 
tions as to the raising of funds pro- 
vided for by the legislature, and-pro- 
vides for the changing under certain 
conditions the form of any of the 
public debts.

Wife of Man Killed by Fall at 
Misericordia Hospital, 
Brings Suit. 


FELL FROM THIRD STOREY 


Plaintiff Claims Death Was Due 
to Negligence—Asks $5,000 ° 
Damages, 


The death of Wm, Barker on Mareh 
2tst last at the Misericordia Hospital 
was the origin of fa suit brought ‘by 
Mrs. Addie Barber against the sisters 
of Misericordia in the Supreme Court 
this morning. Dr Campbell, in the 
witness box, stated that he had' been 
called early on the morning of the 21st 
of March, and found his patient ‘who 
had been ill with typhoid, suffering 
from a broken leg, gashes about the 
head, and other wounds from which 
he was bleeding profusely. Asked as 
to the cause of the injuries he ‘stated 
that “they would not come in the ordi- 
nary course of typhoid.” 

“Yes, we admit,” said C. C. McCaul, 
counsel for the defense “that such in- 
juries would not be caused by ty- 
phoid.” 

The patient was visited by friends 

on the previous evening and seemed 
to be perfectly rational, conversing 
on his homestead and other interests. 
Being possessed of a strong consti- 
tution there seemed to be no danger 
of complications and the doctor ex- 
pected merely the ordinary run of ty- 
phoid,, During the course of the 
night, however, he got out of bed 
and jumped or fell from the window 
of the ward, from which injuries he 
died the following morning. 
} The plaintiff claims that the author- 
ities were directly responsible for his 
death in failing to secure him ade- 
quate attention and neglecting to take 
precautions in case delirium manifest- 
ed itself. The defense claim that it 
was deliberate suicide ~ committed 
while entirely. rational.

The amount of damages 
asked is $5,000.

The Salary Limit

HIT MAN'S HEAD 


Luke McDonough Was Killed at 
», High Level Bridge Satur- 


; day Night. 


a 


Luke McDonough, a 26-year-old la- 
borer, was the victim of the first fa- 
tality in connection with the construc- 
tion of the high level bridge, at 10.30 
o'clock Saturday night when he was 
instantly killed, his skull being crush- 
ed by a 2,200 pound hammer used for 
pile driving. 

A new pile was being placed in po- 
sition at the time of the accident, to 
-be driven into the bed of the river, 
‘which necessitated a temporary sus- 
pension of operations. The new pile 
had been lowred to its position. by 
a rope. The pile having moved when 
the rope was detached it was neces- 
sary to re-adjust it. On a signal the 
engineer slackened he rope, and as the 
rope played out of the pulley at the 
top, the hammer necessarily descend- 
end. McDonough was leaning — be- 
tween: the leads, watching operations 
helow when the hammer struck him 
on the side of the head,, crushing his 
face beyond recognition. The body 
dropped lifeless to the ground. 

Dr. Archibald, of ‘Strathcona, was 
sutnmoned, but was unable to do any- 
thing. He ascertained that it was a 
case of instantaneous death. 

Coroner Braithwaite yesterday af- 
ternoon held an inquest in Connelly 
and McKinley’s undertaking parlors, 
where the body was taken. 

The jury brought in a verdict of 
accidental death, relieving the contrac- 
tors from all blame, as it was shown 
that all ordinary precautions had been 
taken against accident. Henry Wal- 
lace, the foreman of the gang to which 
McDonough belonged, gave evidence 
as did several other eye-witnesses. 

McDonough’s home is in acombe, 
and he came to Edmonton about a 
week ago, obtaining employment on 
the high level bridge construction 
work, He was unmarried. His re- 
mains will probably be shipped to 
acombe for burial.

TOLSTOI DEAD 


His “War and Peace,” a tale of in- 
vasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812, 
is regarded in Russia as being — his 
masterpiece, though his “Anna Karen- 
ica,” which appeared in 1876, and 
“The Cossacks,” found greater favor 
abroad, where his “Kreutzer Sonata,” 
translations of which were published in 
1890, also attracted wide attention. 

Tolstoi wrote much on education 
and published a number of short stor- 
ies and reminiscences of childhood 
and youth, but of recent years he had 
devoted himself to religious teaching. 
In 190! he was ex-communicated by 
the Holy Synod and in October, 1902, 
he deposited his memoirs and diaries 
with he curator of the Numyansoff 
Museum on the condition that they 
should not be publishd until ten years 
after his death, and in November of 
the same year he legally made over 
his whole fortune, including his real 
and personal estate to his wife and 
children 

In 1893 he wrote a powerful vin- 
dication of the Doukhobor sect, which 
during that year had suffered great 
persecution from its religious profes- 
sions.. On the Russian censor refus- 
ing to permit its publication, Tolstus 
applied to. the London Times. and 
printed the lengthy article in full. He 
continued from that time on to ad- 
dress his literature to the British 
press. 

Tolstoi was several times threaten- 
ed with expulsion from Russia and 
was several times on the point of be- 
ing exiled, but he seemed .on the 
whole to have been reated with un- 
usual leniency in view of his strongly 
pronounced views, especially as set 
forth in a manifesto entitled “The 
People’s Rights,” his criticisms of Im- 
perial acts, and his open letters to the 
emperor. Ile was, however, expelled 
from Moscow in July, 1901, and since 
resided in Yossaya Palaina. Alhough 
Tolstoi came of an aristocratic fam- 
ily, being a descendant of Count Peter 
Tolstoi, the friend and comrade of 
Peter the Great, and received his ed- 
ucation at Kazan University, he was 
at heart a peasant, in the sense of a 
word devoted to the improvement of 


the condition of Russian masses and | 


eager to lead thein in the right path. 
With these objects in view he organ- 
ized peasant schools on a new educa- 
tional basis, co-operated in the im- 
provement of cheap, popular publica- 
tions, organized relief for the starving 
population of middle Russia, renounc- 
ed his property to copyrights, land 
and moncy, and during the recent 
agravian disturbances actually, but 
vainly invited the peasants to plunder 
his estate at Yasnaya Poliana. ‘There 


he lived the life of a peasant, in the! 


peasant’s hut, partaking of only pea- 
sant’s sinple food and wearing the 
peasant’s costume—rough blouses, 
broad leather belt, fur cap, long beard, 
wide trousrs tucked ino high cowhide 
boots. 

But although Tolstoi chose the ex- 
istence of a peasant, his family occu- 
pied the substantial mansion, on the 
estate, not far from Tolstoi’s hut. In 
the mansion was the auhor’s library 
and there he went whenever he desir- 
ed to dictate to his secretary, after 
which he returned to his paesant occu- 
pations. And although he Id a coun- 
tryman’s life, Tolstoi was a reader 
and among his recreatoins were, chess, 
cycling, lawn tennis, and swimming.

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OLD SAYING CAUSES ALARM 


Dire Misfortune Threaten England 
Coming Year Says Superstition— 
Coronation Preparations in Full 


Swing. 


New York, Nov. 23.—The Marquise 
de Fontenoy, writing in the New York 
Tribune, says:— 
Everyone will recall the strange ap- 
prehension which prevailed after the 
death of Queen Victoria, to the effect 
that something would occur to pre- 
vent the coronation of King Edward 
VIJ.—an apprehension which he him- 
self is known to have shared, and 
which was in| a. measure realized 
when he became so dangerously ill 
two days before the date first ap- 
pointed for his coronation that the 
ceremony had to be postponed for 
several months, and. was consequent- 
ly shorn of much of its splendor. 
Tears of the same sort are already 
being expressed abont the coronation 
of King George. Inded, they are even 
still more widespread and deep root- 
ed than those of the previous reign, 
and arise from the fact that an old 
| Inglish saying, which has been cur- 
rent among the people for many cen- 
turies, predicts misfortunes for En- 
gland whenever Good Friday falls on 
Lady Day—that is to say on March 
25, That is what happens this year, 
and the last occasion on which it oc- 
curred was in 1861, the year of the 
death of Queen Victoria's husband, 
the Prince Consort. ‘The saying is as 
follows: 

If our Lord falls on our Lady’s lap, 
England shall have a great mishap.

Only Favored Few Are Bid 

The Duke of Norfolk, in his capac- 
ity of Earl Marshal of the realm, has 
just issued an intimation in “The 
London Officail Gazette” that all peers 
and peeresses of the United Kingdom 
and Ireland should forward to him 
before January rst their desire to at- 
tend the coronation of the King and 
Queen on June 22nd next, in West- 
minster Abbey, in ordus that he may 
be able to prepare the royal summons, 


signed by the sovereign himself, 
‘commanding their appearance on that 
historic occasion. . 


It does not follow that all the peers 
and peeresses who send in their 
names to the Duke will receive the 
treasured summons. In fact, some of 
them are certain to be left out in the

Many Left Out 

The duke emphasizes the fact that 
widows of peers will only receive a 
summons to the coronation providing 
they have not contracted a second 
marriage with some one who does not 
happen to be a peer. Thus the widow 
of the late Duke of Hamilton, who is 
now married to R. Carnaby Forster, 
and who is still known everywhere in 
society as the Duchess of Hamilton, 
wil! not receive a summons. from the 
Crown, having become in the eyes of 
the law a@ commoner. 

Peers and peeresses in their own 
right who are minors will not be ask- 
ed to the coronation and all those eld- 
est sons of dukes, who bear the title 
of marquis, who are styled earls, and 
the eldest sons of earls, who are so- 
cially known as viscounts or barons, 
will not be invited, since their honors 
are merely known as “courtesy titles” 
and they are commoners in the cyes 
of the law. 

An Unruly Daughter 

General Botha’s clection campaign 
for contro! of the first parliament of 
the union of South Africa, was seri- 
ously hampered by the announcement 
that his daughter proposed to sing the 
part of Carmen in an amateur opera 
production at Johannesburg. This 
levity on the part of a member of the 
family of their leader and premier so 
offended the straightlaced Boers that 
General Botha had to forbid and dis- 
avow his daughter's intention.

ARE ¥OT COMING 


Report That They Would Come 
to America in 1911 Authori- 
tatively Denied 


NO PLAY AGAIN UNTIL 1920 


Tempting Offer of Moving Pic- 
ture Trust Indignantly Refus- 
ed By Simple Peasants 


Obenummengau, Nov, 2n—Never for 
a moment have the reverent peasants 
of Oberammergau considered the pro- 
position of taking ‘their wondrous Pas- 
sion Play to the United States. Once 
every ten years they will play it in the 
little village near Munich, where dt had 
its birth, and nowhere else. But they 
will not exhibit their beautiful story 
for American doilars. 

The last performance wag given in 
the ditthe Bavarian village on Sept. 25 
last. There will be none again until 
1920, This can be said with authority. 
The superb spectacle will never be 
seen here—at least, the spectacle which 
the folk of Obermmmmergau shave een 
giving for nearly three cenuries. 

There have been ruwnors amd state- 
ments that this or thatch teal man. 
ager had arranged %o take the pecple 
of Oberammergau over to Americn to 
produce the Passion Play. Some man- 
agers ‘have even gewe so far as to say 
that the comtraet avis about vo be 
closed. It has sbeen said that the 
open-air theatre ad been planned and 
would soonibe begun. ‘his is not so, 

The denial is with authority—it 1s 
in the form of an affidavs signed by 
whe Burgomascer of Oberammergau, 
the director-general of wire theatre, and 
all the principal actors in lve great 
drama as it swas produced in 1910. 
Those who wish to see the Passion 
Play as it is given by these simple 
peasants, inspired perhaps, will have to 
journey to their little village in 1920, 
when it will ‘be produced again as it 
has been ‘for so many decades. 

Nor will there the amy moving pic- 
tures of the beautiful production, This, 
too, has been announced. Last sum- 
mer the offer was made, but indignant- 
ly refused, A French syndicate sent a 
representative to Oberammengau with 
a cerified cheque for 1,750,090 franes— 
$350,009, ‘Te asked thatthe ‘be allowed 
to set up his machine for ust one per- 
formance. This was practically the 
gross amount which is taken in fram

STRATHCONA NEWS. 


Strathcena, Nov 21.--In the exer- 
cise of their franchise at the munici- 
pal elections on Dec. 12th, Strathcona 
burgesses will be called upon to con- 
sider something more than the selec- 
tion of council members for the com- 
ing year. Three by-laws of more than 
ordinary importance are being adver- 


j tised to go before the ratepayers on 


this annual ballot date, two of which 
call for the expenditure of $107,387, 
the third authorizing a debenture 1s- 
sue of an amount to be determined 
later. pus ; 
By-law 372 is to provide for rais- 
ing $70,000 to be expended during 1911 


in the construction of sewers in 
Wards one and four. ‘T he debentures 
would extend over a period of 40 


years. Both these wards are admit- 
tedly in need of an extension of the 
sewer system within their limits and 
there is hardly a possibility of this 
measure being turned down. 

She purchase of the fair grounds of 
the Strathcona Industrial Exhibition 
Association on Main street south, is 
being provided for by the terms in 
By-Law No. 371. An option has al- 
ready been taken on this property 
by the city council, at the price of 
$37,000, which, with the arrears in 
taxes, etc., to be assumed by the city 
will require a debenture issue of $37,- 
387.00. ‘The acquisition of this splen- 
did park site is a matter that deserves 
the endorsation of all public spirited 
citizens, and’ the by-law will likely 
pass with a large majority. 

The third measure, By-Law No 370, 
is one which was brought to the at- 
tention of the council by a representa- 
tive petition. It is to provide for the 
establishment of a public library in 
the city, on the Carnegie plan, if pos- 
sible. 

There is now no possibility of the 
Suuday-car by-law being brought up 
at the coming elections. It is under- 
stood that is to be voted upon at a 
date to be decided later. 

Installing Gas Plant 

Preparations are being carried for- 
ward in the Canadian Pacific yards 
here this week for the installation of 
a Pinstch Gas compressing plant, 
which will supply the passenger trains 
running between this city and Calg- 
ary, two and three of which are made 
up daily in the local yards. This gas 
is now used entirely on western C,. 
P. R. trains for heating and lighting 
purposes, but heretofore all coaches 
on the C. & E. were supplied from 
Calgary. With the opening of a sup- 
ply tank here the task of caring for 
the trains will be considerably sim- 
plified With the opening of — fast 
through service on the  Strathcona- 
Winnipeg line this task will before 
inany months hecome one of some 
moment, and it may be taken that the 
improvement constantly being made 
in the local yards, are planned with a 
view of having arrangements com- 
plete when this new service starts. 

Local Lines 

Expensive new machinery is short- 
ly to be installed in the big mill of 
the Brackman—Ker Co. here, which 
wil! increase the capacity of the plant 
to the manufacture of one car-load of 
rolled oats per day. The warehouse 
eapacity of the mill has been doubled 
through the erection of a storage ad- 
dition this fall. The mill is now run- 
ning day and night with the supply 
of new oats coming in more freely.
